POLICY HOLDERS FILE A SUIT. 


Charge Fraud in Transfer of Masonic 
Accident Risks to North Ameri- 
can of Chicago. 


Council Bluffe, Ia., Oct. 22.—[Special.]— 
Charging that the transfer was fraudulent 
and that the five directors who brought it 
about received §25.Q.. for their work, Illinois 
and Iowa policy holders of the National 
Masonic Accident association of Des Moines 
have filed suit here to set aside the transfer 
of the association to the North American 
Accident Insurance company of Chicago. 

It is alleged that the transfer, which was 
effected last February, was carried through 
without the knowledge and consent of the 
policy holders. The petitioners ask that the 
North American company be required to 
return all maney and secur.:ies, amounting 
to $100,000; that the five directors be re- 
moved from office; that.a receiver be ap- 
pointed and that the funds of the Masonic 
association be distributed to the policy hold- 
ers or the association be rehabilitated. 

Plaintiffs In the suit are J. J. Harker, L, 
W. Nichols, and J. M. Taylor, residents of 
Illinois, and Freeman L. Reed and Elmer 
BE. Smith of this city. Defendants are the 
two ‘insurance organizations and Alfred 
Wingate, J. A. Doverman, H. C. Alverson, 
C..M. Myrick, and B. C. Bowman, officers 
and directors of the Mansonic association. 


SAYS M’CALL IS A POOR MAN. 


New York Life Official Declares Presi- 
dent Is Deeply in Debt and That 
Home Is Mortgaged. 


Kansas City, Mo. Oct. 22.—[Special,}— 
Hamilton Cook of St. Louis, director of the 
New York Life agencies, defended President 
John A. McCall against recent criticisms at 
a meeting of fifty-two of the company’s rep- 
resentativese this evening.

Long Shift for First Platoon. 

The first platoon of eighteen men reported 
to Capt. Jerry McAuliffe at noon, and had 
to work until 8 o’clock this morning. This 
happened because of change of shifts; on 
ordinary days the two shifts work ten and 
fourteen hours. Under the ald way they 
were allowed twenty-four hours off every 
twelfth day, and every other day they were 
off duty for twelve hours. 

“It comes hard at first,” said Pipeman 
“Dave” Anderson. “1 fought the thing for 
a long time, but I want to see it worked out 
now. We've all got to get used to changes. 

“ My wife cried last night. It was my reg- 
ular twenty-four hours off, and we were 
going to Joliet for the day, taking the kids.

The 
new men were detailed to their poste and the 
long walt began. 


Scene Changes in a Flash. 

At 5:18 o'clock a call for hook and ladder 
company No. 6 came in from Market and 
Indiana streets, The indolent scene changed 
in a flash to one of effective speed.

Powerful Chemical, 
Artificial Respiration, 
Restoratives Resuscitate 
Gas Employe Whose Heart Action 
Had Stopped Long Since—Physi- 
clans Whe Accomplished Feat Una-~ 
ble to Explain Mystery. 


and Potent 
Cleveland 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 22.—[Special.]—Dead 
from asphyxiation, Edward Schilling, liv- 
ing at 112 Weymer street, an employé of the 
East Ohio Gas company, was restored to life 
last night at Mount Sinai hospital by the use 
of adrenalin. He was asphyxiated at 5 
o’clock last night and was taken three miles 
to a hospital. He was dead when he arrived 
there. 

The house physician, believing the case to 
be hopeless, but ready to take a desperate 
chance, cut the clothes from the body and 
with the aid of nurses commenced artificial 
respiration. Fifteen, twenty, thirty minutes 
elapsed and there was no sign of life; the 
body was cold, there was no heart action, nor 
a sign of respiration. 


After Three Hours Lives. 


Then three physicians gave the body an in- 
jection of adrenalin through an incision in the 
arm. One doctor massaged the heart, while 
the other two continued with artificial res- 
piration. An hour elapsed before any sign 
of life was evident through a faint fluctuation 
of the heart and an almost unnoticeable ac- 
tion of the respiratory muscles, 

This process was continued for three hours, 
during which another injection of adrenalin 
was given. When natural respiration was 
get up powerful stimulants were adminis- 
tered. At noon today Schilling left his bed 
and walked about his room. 

* Was I dead?’ A puzzled look came over 
Schilling’s face. “‘ From the time l fell until 
this morning, when I woke up, I knew abso- 
lutely nothing. I may have been dead. The 
thought gives me a chill.’”’ 

Informed by a po..ceman that her husband 
had been asphyxiated, Mrs. Schilling locked 
her two babies in the house and hurried to 
the hospital. Schilling wanted to go home 
with her and will be allowed to do s0 to- 
morrow. Tuesday he will return to work. 


Can’t Explain Mystery. 

Dr. Propper, one of the attending physi- 
clans, said tonight: 

“ Schilling was lifeless when he reached 
the hospital. It was extremely fortunate 
for him that we were enabled to give him 
proper attention at the time we did. I al- 
ways have believed it an impossibility to 
bring a man back to life after he is dead; 
that is, after all life has departed from his 
body. 

“ There must have been some life in Schill- 
ing’s body when we undertook to revive him. 
But there is a question if there does not exist 
in the bodies of persons we call dead atoms 
of energy on which new life could be based.”’

come when the taxpayers of the city and of 
the country should have something to say 
in these matters: At present the taxpayers 
have nothing to say. People who pay no 
taxes seem to be running things entirely. 
“And, furthermore, as regards our local 
problem, the municipality before it takes 
hold of anything more should run what it 
now has much better than it has ever run it 
heretofore. I can conceive of nothing more 
scandalous than the way in which the city 
water works were handled for years tn this 
city. Had the system been managed proper- 
ly we should have had water at half the price 
we have paid. The system should have been 
extended far into the lake, where we would 
have obtained nothing but pure water and 
plenty of it, thus saving much sickness and 
many lives. In addition we should have had 
a good cash reserve on hand to take care of 
the demands of the growing population of 


the city. 
Inefficiency in Street Work. 


““The streets have been cared for in no 
better manner. Extremely little honest work 
has been done by the city in paving the 
streets, in cleaning them, or in building 


sewers.

Admiral Received in Audience by Mi- 
.kado at Palace, Carriage Being Es- 
corted by Body Guard of Troopers— 
Streets Lined with an Enthusiastic 
Crowd of People, Almost Entire 
Pepulace Giving Evidence of Re- 
gard fer Victor of Naval Battle. 


TOKIO, Oct. 22, noon.- Today was made 
memorable in the annale of Japan hy the 
public entry of Admiral Togo, who came to 
report to the emperor the return of his fleet 
from the war. : 

The distinguished naval officer arrived at 
the Shimbashi station at 10:30a.m, He was 
met by ministers of state, generals, admi- 
rals, members of the diplomatic corps, and 
hundreds of officials and private citizens, 
who extended him a warm welcome to the 
capital. He was accompanied by his staff 
and Admirals Kataokaa, Kamimura, and 
Dewa, together with their respective staffs. 


Party Received at Palace. 
, The party entered five imperial carriages 
placed at their disposal and led by his 
majesty’s aid, Admiral Inouye, drove to the 
palace, reaching there at 11 o’clock, when 
they were received in audience by the em- 
peror. 

Admiral Togo’s carriage, escorted by a body, 
guard of troopers, passed through a tri- 
umphal arch in front of the railway station. 
The streets were lined with an admiring 
crowd, who shouted hearty banzais as the 
party passed along. The ring of the enthusi- 
astic cheers mingled with the noise of the 
bands was audible for a great distance. 


All Tokio Gives Welcome. 

Gen. Sakuma detailed three battalions of 
guards of honor. The battalions were com- 
pdésed of men from the Tokio garrison and 
were under command of Maj. Gen. Togo. 
Four gune located at Hibiya park fired sa- 
lutes. The day was a beautiful one and all 
Tokio was out irrespective of age to welcome 
the victor of the battle of the sea of Japan. 

Admiral Togo, after his audience with the 
emperor, returned to his ship.

MOSCOW CUT OFF BY STRIKE. 


Labor Troubles Tie Up Eight Railway 
Lines and Threaten to Extend 
to Other Sections.

“MOSCOW, Oct. 22.—The railway strike, 
which began on one system some days ago, 
has spread unchecked until now eight lin 
are tied up and the city is practicaly isolated.

Administration to Fight for 
Ratification in Face of 
Trade Protest. 


BUSINESS MEN WARNED. 


Testimony in the Bomb Tragedy 
Seems to Sustain Liberal 
Leaders.

HAVANA, Oct. 22.—Stories continue in cir- 

culation here that despite general opposition 
the administration Intends to fight for rati- 
fication of the Anglo-Cuban treaty and that 
there is a prospect that it will ve the 
approval of the senate committee of foreign 
affairs, before which it is pending. 

Reports are current that several prominent 
business men Lelonging to the United Eco- 
nomic corporations have been given warning 
that their course is distasteful to tue admin- 
istration. The Economic corporations is made 
up of all the leading commercial and financial 
associations on the island and has only been 
called upon to act {n rare instances, as in the 
present emergency. Thus far it has invari- 
ably met with success. . 

Faith in Business Protest. 

“The Economic corporations comprises 
bodies far stronger than any combination 
of politicians on the island,” said Francisco 
Camba. “I do not think the present admin- 
istration will continue to act for the treaty 
when it thoroughly understands that all the 
business interests are notin line. In 1891 we 
were strong enough to compel Spain to make 
a treaty with the United States, even though 
Spanish interests were injured. In 1901 
again we met and showed our power, sus- 
pending all business for three days, holding 
in Havana the largest parade ever seen in 
Cuba.”’ 

More Light in Bomb Case. 

Important testimony was given by An- 
tonio Arguelles before a Cienfuegos judge 
investigating the killing of Enrique Villu: 
endas. Throughout the last war Arguelles 
was a delegate in Clenfuegos and New 
York. The revolutionary junta swore BEs-. 
trada Palma sent’ him six “ feathered” 
bombs precisely similar to the one alleged 
to have been found in the Lasuiza hotel 
at the time of Villuendas’ death. He gave 
three of those bombs to the revolutionary 
general operating in his district. After the 
war he presented them to a museum in 
Cienfuegos. His statement tends to con- 
firm the allegation made by the liberals that 
the bombs found in the hotel were “ plant- 
ed’ by the government.

EL-HAGG ABDULLAH, ABYSSINIA, 
IN NEW YORK. 


Speaks no English and Is Seeking to 
Learn American Ways, but Has 
Thorough Acquaintance with Cock- 
tail and Cigareta—Wants to Pray 
on top of Skyscraper, but Elevator 
Isn’t Running—Indignant 
Asked About Wife and Family. 


New York, Oct. 22.—[Special.]—El-Hagg- 
Abdullah Aly Sadik Pasha, prince of the 
Mohammedan church, general of the Abys- 
Sinian army, minister of commerce and en- 
voy of Emperor Menelik to President Roose- 
velt, recelved in state in his apartments at 
the Breslin tonight after his arrival today. 
He has been sent over to repay the visits of 
the American consular agents to Abyssinia 
and to get acquainted with American ways 
and people. 


Knows Oocktails Well. 

Abdullah has progressed some, Although 
he knows no English word or phrase, his ac- 
quaintance with the cocktail In all its entic- 
ing moods ts complete. In the matter of 
cigaret smoking he is cosmopolitan. 

The failure of an elevator to carry him to 
the top of a Park row skyscraper, which he 
called the ‘‘ mountain building, slicing off at 
the top,”’ because the elevator was not run- 
ning, interfered for the nonce with Abdul- 
lah’s devotions. The stalwart Arab with his 
black skin, Caucasion features, short beard 
and mustache, all of which were topped:by a 
gorgeous turban, was obliged to put off his 
prayers to Allah until he reached the hotel 
after a drive. He prays two hours twice a 
day. At one time he wanted toget out to say 
his prayers before the Sherman statue at the 
Fifth avenue entrance to the hotel. 

Menelik does not intend, Abdullah said, 
to have any diplomatic agents in Washington 
or any other place, although France, Ger- 
many, and Russia have consular representa- 
tives at his capital 

The natives like to trade with the Amer- 
icans, El-Hagg said, but he wishes there 
were more there. America, he said, did not 
seem to be wideawake to the opportunities 
for trade in this countryas were the. French, 
English, and Germans. 


Refuses to Discuss Family. 

On one point Abdullah would not be inter- 
viewed—his family. One wife he had, like 
his Christian master, he admitted. Any more 
he refused to own up to, although Moslems 
of his rank maintain large seraglios. When 
pressed, he rose to his feet and in dignity 
strode to his room. 

“Disciples of Allah do not talk about 
their women and children,”’ he said, “or 
they will get the evil eye and die.”’ 

Abdullah led the left wing at the battle 
of Mosawah, when Menelik routed the Ital- 
fans. On his way here he stopped at Con- 
stantinople, prayed three Fridays with the 
Sultan, a great honor, and was presented 
with a palace covering a city block, besides 
numerous decorations. 

He will remain at the Breslin until his 
servants bring over his letter and gifts for 
President Roosevelt. He left them ata hotel 
in London by mistake, and they will arrive 
soon. After leaving Washington he will 


tour the states. 


JERRY SIMPSON LOSES GROUND. 


Suffers Two Hemorrhages and Phy- 
sicilans Fear He Cannot Live 
Many Hours. 


Wichita, Kas., Oct. 22.—Former Congress- 
man. Jerry Simpson suffered a severe hem- 
orrhage this morning and a light one later 
in the day. While he has revived from the 
effects to some extent, the attending phy- 
sicians fear he cannot live many hours. This 
és the third time within a week that death 
has beew near, but after each revival he has 
shown less vitality.

_tariff. All it has to do, it is sgaidy is to ap- 


point one of its own employés as independ- 
ent freight solicitor. He goes to the rail- 
road’s general freight agent and announces 
that he knows where he can secure control 
of so many carloads of such and such freight. 
His clients propose to pay a regular tariff 
rate according to law. They don’t want any 
discrimination. They are law abiding citi- 
zens and only seeking for a road which can 
handle their freight to the best advantage. 
The solicitor himself is willing to accept a 
‘commission ’’ for his trouble in persuad- 
ing his clients to ship over that particular 
road, and the railroad that pays the larg- 
est commission gets the goods as a matter 
of course. 

Such a condition of affairs and such a 
proposition may be parts of a legitimate 
business transaction. The general freight 
agent may pay a commission for securing 
business in all honesty, although the traffic 
agreements between railroads generally pro- 
hibit such transactions. A railroad man may 
be unaware of the fact that the enterprising 
freight solicitor is an employé of the ship- 
per and that the commission, whatever it 
may be, goes not to the individual who 
makes the contract but to the shipper him- 
self. 

There may be such conditions of ignorance 
in the railroad business as to constitute down- 
fight bliss, but from the evidence and in- 
timations presented to the commission thus 
far these commission transactions in nine 
cases out of ten, if not always, are mere de- 
vices to give rebates under the guise of com- 
missions and thus evade the law. It is al- 
leged that in a majority of these cases the 
freight agent himself makes the proposition 
and pays the alleged commission to an em- 
ployé or friend of the shipper with the per- 
fect understanding that the whole transac- 
tion is a fraud upon the general public. 


Hard Case Without Records. 

It is easy to be seen in such a case that the 
books of the railroad companies are prac- 
tically indispensable to securing the neces- 
sary evidence of this simple evasion of the 
law. If accounts could be submitted to the 
interstate commerce commission payments 
of commissions to somebody would be estab- 
lished, and it would be easy enough to run 
down the person who received the money and 
establish his connection with the shipper if 
any such connection existed. 

Without such books it is admitted in ad- 
vance that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion is going up against a hard proposition in 
the way of proof, becauge it is likely that 
the most reckless railroad freight agent 
scarcely would pay his commissions direct 
to the shipper himself, although it is alleged 
that such things have been done in a few 
cases where there was not time to secure 
the necessary go-between. Nevertheless, ag 
I have said, the commission has decided to 
take up this matter and develop it at least 
far enough to convince congress that federal 
supervision of interstate railroads necessarily 
must carry with it the right to examine all 
books and papers. 

If a tenth part of the current rumors are 
true, and if the inside management of the 
various great railroad systems is as rotten 
as many people believe, it is easy to see if 
such a proposition is submitted seriously to 
congress at its coming session, and more par- 
ticularly if it is followed by President Roose- 
velt, who always has been enamored of the 
publicity idea, the railroad lobby will be up 
in arms, and in the face of this new and more 
serious danger they may forget to carry on 
their intended bitter fight against rate legis- 
lation. ve

AUGUSTINE DESPITE WARNING, 
Bath in Cold Salt Water Pleasing In- 
cident of Quiet Sunday—Treatment 
Accorded Roosevelt in Four States 
ef Dixie Not Mere Courtesy of the 
South—Leaves Illamined Ancient 
City at Night for Mobile, Ala.,

St. Augustine, Fla., Oct. 22.-[Special.]— 
After four days of as hard work as he had 
done in recent years, President Roosevelt 
needed a rest today and he took it in this rest- 
ful ol@ city, where he ended the first stage 
of his whirlwind journey through the south. 
There had been something of a new order on 
this trip of the president, for the character of 
the welcome in every place he visited seemed 


more western than southern—noisier and 
breezier than has been the case when a repub- 
licdh president visited this part of the 


country. 

After traveling through four states of Dixie- 
land, Mr. Roosevelt must believe in the un- 
mistakable signe that the south claims him 
just as loudly as does the east, where he was 
born, or the west, where he spent several 
years of his young manhood. Here, in the 
extreme end of the “ black belt,” the presi- 
dent has been received ae cordially agin any 
other state he ever traveled through, and in 
Fiorida and the other southern states the 
receptions have signified a good deal more 
than the traditional courtesy of the people 
of the south. 


Natural Beauty Heightened by Light. 

His visit to St. Augustine must go on record 
as a great novelty in all his presidential jour- 
neys. Thepresident arrived at night, and the 
natural beauties of the place were set off by 
the most elaborate scheme of illumination, 
showing every color known to manufacturers 
of fireworks and glass. Every palmetto and 
shrub and hedge along the streets leading 
from the railway station to the Ponce de Leon 
hotel was lit up by red fire and colored elec- 
tric lamps. 

Thousands of Japanese lanterns hung from 
the larger trees and from the verandas of 
private houses. The ancient city gates where 
the carriage halted for a moment while the 
president received the key of the city from 
the hands of a little girl, was made a mysteri- 
ous place by the cleVer use of electric lights, 
Japanese lanterns, gnd palmetto leaves. The 
same illuminations were in evidence when he 
left St. Augugtine for Mobile tonight. 

The president spent the Sabbath as quietly 
as if he had been in Washington. He attend- 
ed the regular morning service at the Me- 
morial Presbyterian church and listened toa 
sermon by the Rev. James Coffin Stouton the 
text, *‘ Worthy the Lamb That Was Slain,” 
No reference was made in any part of the 
service’ to the presence of the president, but 
the pastor shook hands with Mr. Roosevelt 
as the congregation was passing out. Only 
Dr. Rixey and John MclIilhenny accompanied 
the president and they went for a short drive 
at the close of the services. They took lun- 
cheon with members of his party at the hotel 
shortly after 1 o’clock and then rested until 8. 


Braves Sharks for Surf Plunge. 

The president then went to the water 
front, near Old Fort Marion, and, with Sec- 
retary Loeb, Capt. Greenway, Mr. Mcllhen- 
ny, and others, crossed from the harbor tn 
a launch to Anastasia island, where they all 
went into the surf foraswim. The water was 
pretty cold, but they remained in for more 
than an hour, despite the temperature and 
the more than half serious warnings against 
the undertow and the man eating sharks, 
both of which dangers abound on this coast. 
Mr. Roosevelt enjoyed the bath, and the oth- 
ers sald they did. 

The president and his companions re- 
turned to the hotel before dark, and dined 
at 7 in the great dining room, which was 
entirely at the president’s disposal, as this 
is the closed season at Florida hotels. No 
other visitor was admitted to the hotel 
today, and, so far as the local reception com- 
mittee was concerned, its chairman told 
him the best way for the president to rest 
was for them to keep away and make every- 
body else keep away. 

For want of a better attraction, a crowd 
of townspeople, including several policemen, 
followed one of the secret service men and 
two or three minor members of the presiden- 
tial party when they visited the old fort.

The local reception committee only ac- 
companied the president on the drive about 
the city after the church service and escort- 
ed him to the railway station. 


President Ends Fever Restrictions. 

New Orleans, La., Oct. 22.—[Special.}— 
President Roosevelt's visit to New Orleans 
will mark the end of the yellow fever scourge, 
formally. Mississippi has decided to raise 
the quarantine tomorrow in time to free the 
president's trip from Mobile to this city, and 
when he arrives here the president will be 
asked to make an official announcement that 
the piague is over. 

The committee on arrangements for the re- 
ception to the president has decided to give 
the confederate veterans the place of honor 
at the head of the procession that will escort 
the president through th» city. They will 
give the president a souvenir confederate 
badge. 

Canal street from Liberty to Claiborne 
street has been reserved for the colored so- 
cleties and veterans. An address of welcome 
will be delivered by a colored girl. 

Peace Medal from Mobile. 

Mobile, Ala., Oct. 22.—[Special.]—While in 
this city the president will be presented with 
a medal. and badge from the city, engraved 
‘‘ Blessed Be the Peacemaker.”’ 


PROF. HUGO MEYER WRONGLY 
ACCUSED BY IOWA SENATOR. 


Dolliver in Speech in Kansas Mistakes 
Chicago Economist for Wisconsin In- 
structor with the Same Surname. 


United States Senator J. P. Dolliver of 
Iowa mixed up the identity of two profes- 
sors of political economy when he charged 
in an address delivered Saturday night in 
Sedan, Kas., that Prof. Hugo R. Meyer of 
Chicago had one set of opinions now on the 
railroad rate question, and held entirely dif- 
ferent views three years ago. 

‘‘In the absence of Prof. Hugo Meyer, 
who is in Denver,” said Prof. J. Laurence 
Laughlin yesterday, ‘‘I wish to set him 
right. The opinions he holds now he always 
has held. Senator Dolliver has confounded 
bim with Prof. B. H. Meyer of the depart- 
ment of political economy at the University 
of Wisconsin. A little inquiry would have 
prevented the error into which he has fallen, 
an error which does injustice to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and to Prof. Hugo Meyer. 

“For years before he came to Chicago 
Prof. Hugo R. Meyer had been studying rail- 
road rates and rate legislation, and his opin- 
ions were formed long ago." 


WANTS U. S. CONTROL OF BATHS. 


Superintendent Urges That Govern- 
ment Assume Direct Supervision 
of Hot Springs in Arkansas. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.—[Special. }— 
The superintendent of the Arkansas Hot 
Springs reservation in his annual report to 
the secretary of the interior urges that 
the government assume direct contro! of the 
baths, thereby eliminating the spirit of 
commercialism now rife.

GERMANY KNIFES 


AMERICAN TRADE 


New Customs Tariffs Hit Ex- 
ports of the United States 
- . Particularly Hard. . 


GRAIN DUTIES TREBLED. 


Levies on Other Agricultural 
Products, Oil, and Mannfac- 
tures Advanced.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.—The new cus- 
toms tariffs of Germany hit American ex- 
ports severely in many particulars, amount- 
ing almost te discrimination against this 
country. The specific duty on wheat, for 
instance, is advanced 114 per cent; on wheat 
flour, 157 per cent; on corm, 212 per cent. The 
tariffs on bacon, mineral and lubricating oils, 
tobacco, provisions, agricultural-products in 
general, farming machinery, and other man- 
ufactures peculiar to the United States also 
are advanced materially. 

These new tariffs. will be the subject of 
serious negotiation between this country 
and Germany, and the matter probably will 
be taken up soon after the return to Ameri- 
ca of Baron Speck von Sternburg, the Ger- 
man mbassador. 


America Particularly Hard Hit. 

A statement has been prepared for this 
purpose by the department of commerce and 
labor, showing the differerice between the old 
and new rates in ad valorem terms, based on 
the German estimates of the import value of 
the articles in 1908, the latest year for which 
figures are available. 

The estimates as to what percentage ad 
valorem the new general and conventional 
rates will constitute can be only approxi- 
mately correct at best. If prices of com- 
modities should not change greatly, as com- 
pared with those prevailing in 1903, they will 
be fairly accurate, otherwise they will not. 

On bacon the rate at present charged is $5 
per 100 kilos, and that to be charged under 
the new general tariff 36 marks, an increase 
of 80 per cent, . 

Among the products constituting the most 
important .items in the export trade of the 
United States with Germany, the highest 
ad valorem rate of duty affects. mineral olls, 
being 71 per cent ad valorem on illuminating 
and 72 per cent on lubricating oils. The 
specific rate on illuminating oil has been in- 
creased 66 per*cent in the new general tariff 
and left unchanged in the conventional tariff, 


Agricultural Duties Advanced. 

The duty on tobacco is 57 per cent ad 
valorem and has not been changed in either 
of the new tariffs. 

A series of notable increases affects agri- 
cultural products. Thus rye, the duty on 
which untill now constituted the highest ad 
valorem rate—viz.: 35 per cent—is advanced 
to about 70 per cent ad valorem under the 
new general tariff and 43 per cent under the 
conventional. 

The specific duty on dried fruit is advanced 
150 per cent ani fresh oranges 200 per cent. 
The conventional tariffs are lower. Thus, 
while oranges coming from favored nations 
will be subject to a dut? of 24 per cent ad 
valorem, those imported from other coun- 
tries will have to pay about 89 per cent ad 
valorem. 

The rates on provisions also have been ad- 
vanced greatly. The specific rate on pork 
is advanced 176 per cent, beef 200 per cent, 
the conventional tariffs being lower. 


Moderate on Manufactures. 


Aa regards manufactures, the old rates 
are for the most part moderate. The duty 
on sewing thachines, representing the high- 
est ad valorem rate under the existing tariff 
among important articles of export from 
this country—viz.: 22 per cent—is raised 46 
per cent [i. e., to about 32 per cent ad valo- 
rem] under the new general tariff, no pro- 
vision having been made under the conven- 
tional. 

Agricultural machinery, which pays on 
the average about 4 per cent ad valorem, 
will be subject to rates from 20 per cent to 
8S per cent higher. The rates of duty on 
steam engines and motors of all kinds, which 
were hitherto the same as that on agri- 
cultural machinery, and averaged 4 per cent 
ad valorem, are advanced all the way from 
40 per cent to 1,150 per cent. 

Motive machinery coming from countries 
not enjoying the conventional rates will be 
subject to duties as high as 50 per cent ad 
valorem, while that coming’ from favored 
nations will pay duties ranging from 5% per 
cent to 35 per cent ad valorem. 

Duties on boots and shoes are increased 
from 70 to 177 per cent, the ad valorem in- 
crease being from 8 to 15 per cent. On cot- 
ton seed oil the advance is about 25 per 
cent,

Sioux Falls, S. D., Oct. .22.—[Spectial.]~— 
Through the efforts of South Dakota men 
arrangements have been completed for the 
formation of a company whose purpose it 
will be to throttle and ultimately to abate 
the growth in business of the big mail order 
houses of the country. It will have branches 
in practically every state in the union. 

Capital to the amount of about $40,000,000 
has been enlisted in New York City in 
furtherance of the plan. It is proposed to 
make a mail order house of every_retail store 
in the country, so that it can successfully 
compete in goods and prices with any of the 
big concerns, and will at all times have the 
prestige of a large cash capital, with ex- 
perienced men*#¢to buy and furnish these 
goods, wares, and merchandise for competing 
purposes. 

The work of perfecung the details with 
retail merchants already has been com- 
menced in South Dakota, and will continue 
by states throughout the country.

BADINAGE OVER NATIONALITY 
CAUSES A FATAL STABBING. 


Otto Klotz, a German Blacksmith of 
Naperville, Is Murdered by Joseph 
Raggi, an Italian. 


Otto Klotz, a German blacksmith, 27 years 
old, was. stabbed fatally in a hotel at. Naper- 
ville yesterday by Joseph Raggi, an Italian 
barber, who moved there from Chicago six 
weeks ago. Klotz died of his wounds five 
minutes after the affray. The men had been 
twitting eac.. other good naturedly about 
their nationality, and Raggi, angered by the 
words of his companion, started a fight. 

Raggi drew a stiletto and stabbed Klotz 
twelve times. One wound just above the 
heart was the cause of death. After the 
affair Klotz attempted to walk to a doctor's 
office and fell dead on the sidewalk. Raggi 
started after him, but was arrested and 
was.taken to,.the county jail. 

Phe stabbing took place at the door of the 
Pre Emption hotel. The two men had eaten 
dinner in the dining room, and it was while 
at the table that they indulged in personali- 
ties over their race differences. Both went 
to the office and there separated. Ten 
minutes later they metin the doorway. They 
exchanged no words, but Raggi. drew the 
knife and attacked Klotz. Raggi told the 
police he acted in self-defense.

Places for Employes, Who Are Not 
‘Allowed to Leave Grounds Without 
Permission—Community Has Popu- 
lation of 1,000, Located Near South 


Chicago. 


Something like a walled town, where all 
the workingmen will live within a big stock- 
ade, where the curfew will ring at 9 o'clock, 
and where the only connection with the out- 
side world will be an occasional newspaper 
or perhaps a letter from distant relatives, 
will spring into existence this morning just 


south of Chicago. 
The inhabitants éf this sequestered settle- 


ment are Hungarians and Austrians, 300 of 


whom have been brought to work In the great 
coke ovens of the Semet-Solvay company, 
with their families. Tney will make a popu- 


, lation of nearly 1,000 souls. 


For months the coke ovens have been In 


: progress of construction on a plat of sixty 
| acres at One Hundred and Fourteenth street 
_ and Torrence avenue, adjacent to South 
| Deering. At the same time a high board 
: fence has been erected abouf the plant. 
Within the stockade cottages have been 
, bullt, a big dance hall has been reared, and 


stores and shops have arisen. 
The curiosity aroused in the neighboring 


towns of South Deering and South Chicago 


was dispelled yesterday when the company 
announced its intention of quertering its 
employés within jhe gates of the stockade. 


Issue Rules for Employes. 


Simultaneously some novel rules governing 
the freedom of the coke workers were made 
known. 

No employés will be allowed outside the gates 
without permission. 

The curfew will ring at 9 o'clock and every man, 
woman, and child must be within the {nclosure by 
that time. 

All entertainment will be provided employés by 
the company. For this purpose a dance hall has 
been erected. Employés must not attend dances 
or other entertainments outside the inclosure. 

The company opened the dance hall last 
night, giving a big ball to the workmen and 
their wives. Until a late hour there were 
sounds of wild Hungarian music and merry- 
making within the stockade. Carefully 
watching over the scene to sée that the fun 
did not become too boisterous were agents 
of the tompany. When the latter thought 
the dancing had continued long enough they 
put out the lights, locked the doors of the 
dance hall, and sent the workmen and their 
wives back ‘to their cottages. 

Work in the coke ovens will begin this 
morning. The church problem has yet to be 
solved, but it Is probable thag the inhabitants 
of the town will be allowed to attend worship 
in the neighboring villages.

Cruice Talks of Franchises. 

“Im the face of the emphatic vote of the 
people the city council now is preparing to 
give the traction companies a new fran- 
chise,”’ seid Mr. Cruice. “The concrete 
question is: Shall the aldermen obey the 
will of the people? If not, what is the use of 
holding elections? 

“We have laws in this state that provide 
for the incarceration of the holdup man. 
But If the city council gives away the streets 
to @ private corporation, why, that’s up to 
date business. One reason given for voting 
against muncipal ownership is that the city 
has no money. Then when will we get the 
money? I don’t believe we will have any 
more after the street railways have robbed 
us for another twenty years. 

“Nearly every alderman who has been 
branded as a thief by the Municipal Voters’ 
league is voting in the interest of the tnac- 
tion companies. They never have denied 
the charges and we therefore have a right 
to assume that they are corrupt.” 

H. H. Hardinge, the next speaker, said he 
did not believe in ropes for the aldermen, 
but in “moral force.”

Mayor Has New Measage. 

Mayor Dunne intends to put the aldermen 
‘*‘on record ’’ once more at the city council 
meeting this evening. He will send in a 
message reciting the vote by wards on “ the 
Httle ballot” last spring on the question as 
to’ whether franchise ordinances of any kind 
should be granted and with it an order. 

‘The order will seek to instruct the commit- 
tee to which it may be sent to prepare an 
ordinance for submission to a vote at the 
spring election of the question as to whether 
Mueller law certificates shall be issued for 
the purchase or construction of municipal 
street car lines. 

The mayor himeelf is hopeful that the order 


will pass.

SURPRISE IN LONDON TRADING. 


Operators Consider Developments Are 
7 Due to the Fear of Dearer 
Money.

LONDON, Oct. 22.—To the. surprise of 

many, a complete change came over the 
aspect of affairs in the markets on Saturday, 
when there took place a sudden stoppage in 
selling and an equally sudden rush. to buy, 
which of course carried prices up. . This 
change in general sentiment is attributed 
mainly to the ending of liquidation on one 
hand and on the other easier monetary con- 
ditions. Cautious operators consider that 
the developments are due nrainly to fear of 
dear money here, in New York and Berlin, 
and to preparations for the coming Russian 
loan, and it is improbable there can be any 
marked recovery for the remainder of the 
year, but after that decided improvement 
may be looked for.’ 

A strong tip to buy American rails was 
given on Saturday, and though as the day 
wore on the advice seemed to be justified, it 
was received with a good deal of incredulity. 
Any anxiety as to the course the bank direc- 
tors would follow on Thursday was set at 
rest by the announcement that the 4 per cent 
rate was to be maintained. 

There is still anxiety, however, as to the 
step it may be necessary to take in the near 
future, for, although the position of the bank 
has improved, it is still far from strong, 
especially as another immense load of gold 
will have to be transferred to the credit of 
the Indian government in the course of the 
next few weeks. 


IN FOREIGN MONEY MARKETS. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—Rates for money were easier 
in the market today and supplies were fairly abun- 
dant. Discounts were steady. The $5,000,000 1 
gold shipped from India for the account of the 
Indian secretary was landed in Egypt and a corre- 
sponding sum was set aside by the Bank of Eng- 
land for the Indian currency note reserve. Trading 
on the stoék exchange was cheerful. Prices bard- 
ened with the cessation of liquidation, although 
there was the usual week end slackness, in addi- 
tion to which the nearness of the settlement checked 
dealings. Consoles‘ were steady, sustaining first 
class securities.

Developments lof the week in the wheat 
situation made for a mederate advance in 
prices and a deci narrowing of the dis- 
cor-t of December weffer May. Renewed re- 
ports of great shortage in the Russian crop, 
and claims that the Argentine crop will be 
damaged by locusts, were foreign influences 
which worked in favor of an advance. 
English markets affected to treat the Ar- 
gentine: reports as unreliable, but they 
showed a hardening tendency and an in- 
creased demand for Manitoba wheats, both 
December and January shipment, suggested 
some uneasiness on the other side at the 
possibility of injury to the Argentine crop. 
While there was no export demand for 
American spring and soft winter wheats, 
prices for these grades being apparently too 
high to interest foreign buyers, there was a 
steady but moderate demand for durum 
wheat and for hard winters by way of the 
gulf, total sales for the week of both grades 
aggregating at least 760,000 bu. 
The strongest feature. in the domestic 
situation was the continued excellent demand 
for flour. Mills all over the country appear 
to be running full time on domestic orders 
and old sales for export, and although there 
has been a liberal movement of wheat to 
market this milling demand has so far pre- 
vented any unwieldly accumulation of stocks. 
There is nothing yet in the situation to in- 
dicate that the surplus wheat grown in the 
United States the past season would be btir- 
densome on the grower, the holder, or the 
price, large: as the surplus was compared 
wiiu that-of the prece ing year. 


Flour Stocks Accumulating. 

The exhaustion of stocks at the end of the 
last crop year left a great many holes to fill 
and apparently those in the fiour stocks of 
the country are still In the process of being 
filled. The movement of wheat to terminal 
markets in the northwest fell off during the 
week to less than the figures for the cor- 
responding week last year, largely because 
of lack of cars to move grain from interior 
elevators. These are practically full over a 
large part of the three states, stocks proba- 
bly larger than they have ever been at this 
time before. It is not likely, however, that 
there will be any quick change in the car 
situation to permit of any extraordinary run 
of wheat to terminal markets. 

There was a gain of 1%c in the December 
price during the week, and the effect of the 
big December holding was shown in the 
narrowing of the December discount under 
May, which at the close on Saturday was 
only %-%ec, compared with a discount of 1c 
the week before. 


Europe Taking Corn and Oats. 

A few days of bad weather cut short the 
rush of new corn from the country which 
seemed to be starting, receipts of old corn 
diminished, and the export and domestic 
shipping demand both continued at fair pro- 
portions. There was not mu@éh speculativs 
interest in the market, but values hardened 
slowly, the close showing gains of %c to ‘Kc, 
the greatest advance in the May. Old corn 
is still bringing’a premium over the October 
price for export, and acceptances of new 
corn were smaller, causing exporters to slow 
down on sales until they catch up on pur- 
chases. 

The shortage of feed stuffs abroad was 
again evidenced by the sharp export demand 
for oats, and while for a day or two after 
the May price had worked up to 3le, export

Claim Filed That Hans Heinson Owed 
That Amount to Illinois Improve- 
ment and Ballest Company.
